With regard to peraonal preparationa for the trip-. Firsts the matter 
of elothingn Weathw ean not be predicted with any degree of oertainty^ but 
we can be quite sure that raincoats or equivalent will be required,) it is un<» 
likely that woolen clothing will be unco3ifarta1;d.ec> Regardless of bow warm 
it nay be in tbe daytime, topcoats will be comfortable in the eveningA 
personal reccmmendaticn is that military personnel bring a uniform with them 
(the unifom is required on board naval transports) and civilian clothing as 
well, and to wear civilian clothing as a usual thing while they are hereo 
There may be speeiall occasions >dxen the uniform should be worn by military 
persciinelo 

With regard to eurraacy, I suggest that each visitor buy a few poiinds 
sterling in Washington before departure (not to exceed five poituds, idiieh is 
ths lizait imposed by British re^ilations), to take care of incidental eoc- 
penscs during the first few hours after landing on British aoilo TtM bulk 
of eurrenqsr should be in the form of travtiier^e cheeks, which can be easily 
cashed fmr sterling at the Air Attache Finance Office at 20 (hrosvenor Square, 
and at any British banko There is no limit on the amount of money in 
traveler* s Cheeks that may be brought into the eountryo A word of caution 
here about personal eheckso The Air Attache Finance Office is not authoriaed 
to cash personal cheeks, and the amount of "red tape" Involved makes it dLffi» 
cult to get (xie cashed at a British banko The exact total value of greenbaeke 
(UaSo dollars) in an individual's possession shozild be declared at the imnigi«F-- 
tion office upon debarkation, and the amount entered on his passport by the 
British imnigratian offieialSo This procedure permits the individual to take 
nob to exceed the same amount of dollars out of the United Kingdom uprnt de» 
parture for homeo 

Curroicy used here by American personnel is of two types » British sterling 
(poumds) and the United States Military Payment Certificates ( "scrip") o 
Sterling is used for all purchases (including those at the Am^ican Embassy 
Canteen) except those made in United States military establishments, such as 
the Navy Ship*s Store and Fleet Post Office, iidiere scrip is usedo Dollars and 
travelers cheeks may be eon verted into scrip at the Air Attache Finance Office 
at 20 Qrosvenor Square and at the Chase National Bank of the City of New York, 

51 Bsrkely Square (a few minutes walk from Groavenor Square) o It should be 
noted, however, that eterling can not be converted to aeripo 

With regard to British customs regulationso Duty and tax will not nonaally 
bs charged on peraonal effects udiieh have been in the possession and use of 
travSlers for a considerable period, or which will be rsi-^eixported at the @en<» 
elusion of a visit of not more than six months durationo in additim, travel^ 
era carrying only a small quantity of dutiable goods (including tobacco, liquor, 
and pcrl^ery) tor th^ personal use, arc allowed to retain it free of duty and 
tax, subject to the following limits: one pound of tobacco, or approximatedy 400 
eigarettes, or equivalent weight of cigars; one normal aised bottle of wine and 
one bottle of spirit e (liquor), or, instead of one bottle of each, tw> bottles 
of eithmr if opened and in use; up to half a pint of perfume or toilet waterso 
These concessions do not apply to unaccompanied baggage not examined at the same 
time as accompanied baggagSo

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Fifty pounds of food » not more than ten pounds of any One kind ■» may 
be brou^t into the United Kingdom without an iaiport ilcense* All food im» 
ported Is free of purchase taXf but not necessarily fr^ of Customs dutyo 
The duty is usually waived on small quibtities, but may \>e charged on the 
full allowancco 

With regard to shopping, almost all articles available In British shops 
may be purchased fay visitors without restriction* Many articles are not sub^ 
ject to the Purchase Tax. Others are tKcable at varying rates, but visitors 
may obtain relief from tax by the following means: 

(a) Many of the principal stores are able to send goods direct to an 
address in the United States free of British Fvvehase Tax. 

(b) Under the Personal Bxport Scheme, if the tax-free value of the goods 
bou^t at any one time is five pounds or mvg a visitor nay have them 
delivered free of tax direct u> the ship or aircraft oy which he is 
leaving the country. Such purchases should be made a few days before 
depaarture, to allow time for delivery. 

(c) When exchanging dollars at a baidc, visitors idio produce United States 
passports may obtain Purchase Tax coupons which enable them to buy 
goods for Is^diate delivery without paymoxt of Purchase Tax, sub» 

Ject to certain conditions. (When selling taxable goods free of tax 
under the above arrangements, the shopkeeper will normally ask to see 
the visitor’s passport }• 

The facilities of the HQ CINCHBLM Ship's Store, for the purchase of cig» 
arettes, candy, toilet articles, perfume, haberdashery, etc., will be available 
to all of the visitors, upon each individual presenting a copy of his orders. 

Arrangements will also be made for the visitors to enjoy the facilities 
of. the Ame^can Snbasay Canteen, located at 1 Grosvenor Square, which includes 
a bar and cafeteriao
